And Republican critics 
have jumped all over the ad- 
mmistration for the law itself, 
saying millions of Americans 
were being kicked off current 
plans b ecause of Ob amacare, 
and til at many will end up 
paying more for new cover¬ 
age that must comply with 
the reforms. 

Obama took Ins defense of 
his signature domestic legis¬ 
lation to Boston, in tlie state 
where Ins 2013 Republican 
presidential rival Mitt Rom¬ 
ney unveiled a universal 


health coverage plan seven 
years ago that Obama used as 
"the model for the nation's 
law." 

"I take full responsibility 
for making sure it gets fixed 
ASAP/' Obama told a crowd. 
"■We're working overtime to 
improve it every day." 

He also acknowledged 
that some rate hikes may 
occur. 

"Tliere^s a firaction of 
Americans with higher in¬ 
comes who will pay more on 
the front end for better insur¬ 
ance witli better benefits and 
protections like the patient's 
bill of rights, and that will ac¬ 
tually save them from finan¬ 
cial rum if they get sick," 
Obama said in what is be¬ 
lieved to be the first time he 
has made such an admission. 

" But nobo dy is lo sing tlieir 
right to heal til care coverage 
And no insurance company 
will ever be able to deny you 
coverage or drop you as a 
customer altogether Tliose 
days are over, and that's the 
truth."

announcing the latest such 
find. 

The tunnel, which is 
equipped with electticity, ven¬ 
tilation and rail tracks, was 
shut down Wednesday night 
after being discovered under 
the border between San Diego 
and neai' San Diego and Ti¬ 
juana, just over the border in 
Mexico. 

Hiree people were arrested, 
and authorities seized more 
than eight tons of mai’ijuana 
and 325 pounds of cocaine, 
marking the first time cocaine 
has been recovered in comiec- 
tiQii with a local drug tunnel, 
said the US Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement (ICE) 
agency. 

In Tijuana, a Mexican secu¬ 


rity source said itie tunnel was 
2DO meters long and was ac¬ 
cessed at the soutliern end by a 
metal stairway down to a 
depth of 20 meters.

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Japan research could lead to oral 
diabetes treatment 


TOKYO (AFP) - Japanese re¬ 
searchers said Tlnirsday they 
had moved a step closer to an 
oral treatment for diabetes, of¬ 
fering hope of a breakthrough 
against a disease racking an 
increasingly obese world. 

Scientists at tlie University 
of Tokyo said they have cre¬ 
ated a compound that helps 
tlie body to control glucose in 
tlie blDQdstream. 

Glucose IS a fuel that is 
Vital to the functioning of or¬ 
gans all over the body, but too 
much of it IS bad news. In 
some people it leads to Type 2 
diabetes, a condition that can 
cause heart disease, strokes 
and kidney failure. 

Doctors say the incidence 
of Type 2 diabetes has rock¬ 
eted over tlie last few decades, 
a factor they blame largely on 


tlie growing number of over¬ 
weight people. 

Studies have shown that 
obese people tend to have 
lower levels of adiponectiii -- 
a hormone that regulates glu¬ 
cose and increases the effec¬ 
tiveness of insulm. 

blow researchers in Japan 
have developed a compound 
they named AdipoRoii that 
mimics the effects of the hor¬ 
mone Crucially^ unlike 
adiponectin, winch is broken 
down as it passes through tlie 
gut, AdipoRon suivives un¬ 
scathed all the way to the 
blood. 

Adipo Pton could b e “a lead 
compound" in a possible oral 
treatment for diabetes, ac¬ 
cording to Toshimasa Ya- 
mauclu, a member of the 
reseai'ch team and lecturer at 


the Graduate School of Medi¬ 
cine at the University of 
Tokyo. 

Doctors advise people with 
Type 2 diabetes to eat health¬ 
ily and exercise, but the re- 
seai'chers said tliat sometimes 
proves too much of a chal¬ 
lenge. 

‘A compound that could 
imitate dietaiy and exercise 
treatments and realise health 
benefits" has long been a de¬ 
sired go al m the field, said the 
team, whose work was pub¬ 
lished in the online version of 
WatLire 

According to the World 
Health Organisatiou, around 
347 million people worldwide 
have diabetes. 

Half of all diabetes suffer¬ 
ers die of cardiovasculai' dis¬ 
ease, according to the WHO. 
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Early medication for HIV is 
cost-effective: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Treating people witli HiV soon 
after they become infected is 
cost-effective over tire long 
teiin, according to a study out 
tliat focused on Soutli Africa 
and India 

Tire study in tire New Eng¬ 
land Journal of Medicine ana¬ 
lyzed the economics of giving 
antiretroviral drugs to people 
with HIV before their viral 
load gets too lugh. 

^iVhile researchers have al¬ 
ready detemuned that early 
treatment has many health 
benefits, its cost -- about 
$23,I]QI] a year according to 
die US Centers for Disease 
Control and Pi'evention - has 
remaiued a concern for consid¬ 
ering widespread eaiiy treat¬ 
ment m low and middle 
income countries. 

By proj ecting the treatment 
costs over bme and accounting 
for the effects of better health 
and fewer infections, re- 
seai'chers found long-term eco¬ 
nomic benefits m both 
countnes. 

Researichers chose to focus 
on South Africa and India be¬ 
cause they had tlie lughest 
numbers of people witli HIV 
among nine countiles studied 
HI a chmcal trial known as HIV 
Prevention Trials Network 
(HPTN)053. 

The ti’ial showed that ti'eat- 
ment as prevention dramati¬ 



cally reduced the nsks of viral 
transmission and also substan¬ 
tially cut tack tire develop¬ 
ment of mfectrons like 
tuberculosis in the HlV-in- 
fected patients. 

South Africa and India were 
also representative, respec¬ 
tively, of the middle and lower 
income countiies wiiere these 
questions persist over how 
early to treat people for HIV 

Eaiiy ART was defined as 
therapy initiated when the 
CD4+ T-cell count ranged 
from 35Q to 550 per cubic mil¬ 
limeter, and delayed ART as 
there^iy initiated when the 
CD4+ count was below 250 
per cubic miJlimetei'. 

For the first five yeai's, the 
results showed that 93 percent 
ofp atients receiving early APT 
would survive, compared witli 
S3 percent of those whose 
treatment was delayed.

WASHINGTON (AfP) - Air¬ 
line passengers will soon be al¬ 
lowed to use a range of mobile 
electronic devices in flight 
witli very few restrictions, US 
aviation authonties said. 

The move by tlie Federal 
Avi ab on Admini sti ab on put an 
end to stricter regulations that 
have haired the use of elec¬ 
tronics duniigtaxi, takeoff and 
landing for the past 50 yeai's, 
and will tal^e effect on most 
US earners by the end of tins 
yeai'. 

Tlie relaxed safety guide¬ 
lines came firoin a committee 
convened last year to study the 
matter, and wluch included 
input from pilots, passengers, 
fli gilt attendants, aviabonman- 
ufactui'ers and experts horn tlie 
mobile teichnology industry. 

However, m about one per¬ 
cent 0 f flights, p assengers may 
be asked to turn off their de¬ 
vices when thei'eis low viabil¬ 
ity due to poor weather, was 
said. 

"Some landm g sy st em s m ay 
not be proven to tolerate tlie in¬ 
terference," Huerta said. 

Under certaiii situations, a 
combination of weather, 
avionics and aircraft may raise

The Post report suggests tliis 
13 a secret program that is un¬ 
like PRISM, winch relies on 
court orders to obtain data 
from teclmology firms 

According to a top secret 
document cited by the newsp a- 
per dated January 9, 3013, 
some 1S1 milJiou records were 
collected in the pnor 30 days, 
ranging from metadata on 
emails to content such as text, 
audio and video.

Obama said he was expand¬ 
ing the S el ectUS A initiative he 
launched in 2011 to rebuild the 
US manufacturing sector and 
pull back jobs tliat have been 
bleeding to lower-wage 
emerging mdustrial titans like 


Cluna.
